2. Your query after my briefing of the DDS re our procedures 
for keeping abreast of all external publications prompted me to 
check in greater detail - to assure myself that we were doing 
everything possible to keep ourselves informed. A brief resume 
of our current procedures follows. 


To monitor book publications we begin with the quarterly 
announcement issues of Publisher's Weekly, from which we 
compile a list of forthcoming books relevant to SIC's 
interests, unfortunately, this is only an author- title 
listing, not a subject one, so the process isn’t very 
definitive. In addition, the Slavic Review and Russian 
Review (quarterlies) publish in each issue a list of books 
received - providing a check on publications about Soviet 
an d East European developments. Perhaps most useful are 
the Library of Congress cards prepared by the Legislative 
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Reference Service which do provide a brief precis. The Agency- 
library sends us all the cards they receive from LC in the 
entire Communism area. SIC also subscribes to Paperbacks in 
Print , a monthly with subject listings. USIA and the Agency 
both publish book acquisitions lists, and State's "External 
Research Reports" is a comprehensive list of work completed 
or in process - primarily in the academic community. 

Beyond these formal processes, we are fortunate in having a 
genuine bibliophile in our midst, oneE^^p§§«fji who, about 25X1 A 
once a week, browses in one of the "better" book stores 
(Saville, World Affairs, Sidney Kramer) - frequently turning 
up a hot item.

read a paper entitled "A Theory of the Sino-Soviet Power Elite," 
written by Captain Leonard R. Friedman, a Special Forces 
psychiatrist from Fort Bragg.

I'm reasonably confident that few 
items of value are missed, and I know that we turn up 
enough so that it's impossible for any one staff member to 
read even a majority of the items. However, among us we 
manage to review most of them. In this connection 
has just completed another revision of our bibliograph^^ 
making it shorter and, hopefully, more critical and de- 
finitive.

It's interesting to note that 
the desk feels that the Communists were in large part responsible for 
the disruption of the election although it has not been reported 
widely in this way. The ONE Staff Memo, for example, on this parti- 
cular subject made no mention of Communist manipulation.
